2.  (Div-XOIT)  ROGER  migrated  to  Ksw  En£-land  as  a  youn^r  man  and 
located  at  K e \ v  K ay e n  -,44^4^— th e— f i  r s-t— s-e^l^l^lGri:)-  ef  tnat  plucc  in  1659, 
He  sic^ned  the  Plantation  Covenant  i..,nd  mr-.rried  about  1542,  Mary  ITash^ 
probably  a  dau{ihter  of  Thomas  Hash,  a  pioneer  of  Guilford  in  1659 
and  of  rew  Haven  in  or  before  1645,  by  his  wife  Margery,  a  daur;hter 
of  Ilicnolas  Baker  of  Hertf  orashire  ,  England. 

Ro~;er  Allen  or  Ailing  as  zYie   nejne    is  written  in  the  early 
Ai-ierican  records,  beci-jne  a  Uceful  and  a  prominent  man.   He  v;as 
chosen  a  deacon  of  the  church,  attained  the  uncommissioned  rank  of 
serj^eant  in  tne  militt.ry  force  a.nd  in  1561  and  for  some  years  there- 
after was  the  Treasurer  of  the  colony.   He  died  Sept.  z7 ,    Io74, 
and  was  survived  by  his  widow  until  A.ug.  16,  1685.
